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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Objections 

1 . Claim 1 7 is objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c), as being of improper dependent 
form for failing to further limit the subject matter of a previous claim. Applicant is 
required to cancel the claim(s), or amend the claim(s) to place the claim(s) in proper 
dependent form, or rewrite the claim(s) in independent form. It is noted that claim 17 is 
dependent to subsequent claim 19, and fails to limit the subject matter of a previous 
claim. Since examiner was unsuccessful to reach the applicant, examiner withdraws the 
previous Office Action, mailed 3/18/2008, in order for applicant to correct the 
dependency error, thus may expedite the prosecution of application. 

Claim 6 have been canceled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-5, 7-16 and 18-24 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
the record fails to anticipate or rendered obvious, a first circuit configured to acquire a

threshold value; fourth circuit configured to select either the first reference picture or the 
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second reference picture as a better reference picture for subsequent motion estimation 
and motion compensation on the current picture in response to the control signal and a 
motion estimation circuit configured to generate one or more motion vectors in response 
to the better reference picture and the current picture, wherein the current picture is 
encoded based upon the one or more motion vectors, as specifies in the claims.
